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SUMMING UP 


As we watch the last minutes of 1954 run through the hour 
glass, we can look back over a year that was, generally, pretty 
good to Menlo Park. 


On the Credit Side 

Our city government, which has earned a reputation for 
honesty, efficiency and fairness was given a strong vote of confi- 
dence last April with re-election of three incumbent city council- 
men. 

The council has waged a running fight all year with the U. S. 
Army and the Public Housing Administration in an effort to get 
the Stanford Village property out of federal ownership and back 
on.the tax rolls. In trips to Washington’s red-tape jungle and in a 
series of high-explosive postal barrages, the Army was completely 
routed from its previously prepared positions on a Village site for 
an armory, and the Public Housing Administration seems to be 
nearing the point of surrender. 

If for no other reason, the year should be memorable for 
these victories. 

On another front, too, however, the year was one of pro- 
gress, Having almost abandoned its master plan for development 
of the city downtown business district in 1953, Menlo Park began 
the year losing some of the advantages that had brought it national 
fame. 

. The free municipal parking plazas on the northerly side of 
Sarita Cruz avenue fast were becoming inadequate, while other 
communities and new shopping centers were taking the lead 
away from us by providing more and more offstreet parking 
facilities. A few hard-working and farsighted individuals, how- 
ever, during 1954 helped the city hammer out a plan for addi- 
tional plazas on the southerly side of the avenue that will, we 
trust, be carried to fruition in 1955 and will put this community 
back in the running for future prosperity. 

i,"Right now, as the year ends, we can see the end in sight, too, 
for the widening of Santa Cruz and Middle avenues, both projects 
long near the top of the city’s “must” list. 

Then, too, an era came to an end this year, when the Menlo 
Park Fire Protection district began construction of its new head- 
quarters station on Middlefield road and sold its long-occupied, 
long-outgrown home on Merrill street. 

On the. Not-So-Credit Side 
On the other hand, the community didn’t do so well for itself 
in-several fields during 1954. 

Three bond issues designed to solve some problems of our 
ever,growing schools were defeated, and only by an extra push of 
public sentiment and an extra election was the Menlo Park Ele- 
mentary Scliool- district saved from reverting to a tax rate so 
unrealistically low that the quality of our educational system must 
seriously have been impaired. 

| A bond issue in the Las Lomitas district failed to pass amid 
cries of bad planning, and the Sequoia High School district suf- 
féred the same tate by a margin of 11 votes. 

'  Wiicthiey the fault in each of these failures lay with the school 
administrators or with the opposition we will not argue here, but 


all thre clections showed one striking similarity: Only a small 
proportion oi those eligible to vote took advantage of the privi-] 
lege. 1 yuinuniiy, as well as this nation, is supposed to be

Projects 
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The city manager has suggested 
that the council give consideration 
to gasoline tax projects for the 
next fiscal year, which begins 
July 1. 

Sixty per cent of our annual 
gasoline tax allocation from the 


state may be used only for con- 
struction or reconstruction of ma- 
jor streets. Major streets are those 
which carry principally through 
traffic and which conform to cer- 
tain minimum requirements estab- 
lished by the state division of 
highways. 


Next year’s allocation should 
be between $65,000 and $70,000, 
of which 49 per cent will be 
used for maintenance of all city 
streets, and the balance of 
around $40,000 will be available 
for major street jobs. This is a 
small amount in relation to our 
major street needs. 


The city manager suggested as 
a program that we consider com- 
pleting reconstruction of Hamilton 
in Belle Haven, reconstruction of 
a portion of Gilbert in the Wil- 
lows, widening and reconstruction 
of Willow road for about two 
blocks westerly of the Bayshore 
interchange structure to be built 
next year, signalization of the in- 
tersection of Middle with El Ca- 
mino, and resurfacing of Universi- 
ty drive between Middle avenue 
and San Francisquito creek. 

It was provosed by one of the 
councilmen that we include also 
some preliminary engineering stu- 
dies to ascertain costs on the con- 
troversial Willow road underpass 
of the railroad tracks onposite 
Cambridge avenue, Our budget for 
easoline tax projects is adonte? 
early in July, shortly after the 
start of the fiscal year. 


Most of Hamilton avenue has 
been repaved as a result of a 
previous gasoline tax job. A re- 
maining link between the com- 
pleted portion and Willow road, 
a distance of several blocks, is 
now indicated. 


The new grade separation strue- 
ture which the state is to build at 
Bayshore and Willow will be de- 
signed to accommodate traffic far 
in excess of that which now uses 
the road or will for some years to 
come. It will be necessary. there 
fore. for the city to do some work 
on Willow ot the noint of eannee | 
tion to effect a transition from 
this structure. geared to future} 
troffic, to the Willow of today.
